WHEREAS, on June 3, 1983, the Pittsburgh Cable Communications Advisory 
Committee submitted a report to City Council wherein it made several comments and 
recommendations, but made no recommendation with respect to the proposed new rates; 
and 


WHEREAS, on Jime 9, 1983, public hearings were held by City Council on the rate 
increase request and several representatives of Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh 
as well as numerous citizens testified at the hearings. 

On the basis of the information submitted by Warner Cable Corporation of 
Pittsburgh, the reports of the Bureau of Cable Communications, and the Pittsburgh Cable 
Communications Advisory Committee and the testimony presented at the public hearing. 
Council hereby approves the following new rates emd imposes the following conditions on 
the charging of those new rates:

2. The approval of the new rates and the maintenance of all other rates as set 
forth in the Franchise Agreement is conditioned upon Warner Cable Corporation of 
Pittsburgh continuing to provide each of the programming services to each of the levels 
of service in the attached Schedule A. All proposed changes in programming services 
must be submitted to Council at least four (4) weeks prior to any proposed change and 
Council may adjust the rates depending on the nature of the change. 

3. The new rates shall be effective no sooner than July 15, 1983 and Council will 
not consider any further requests for rate increases before September 1, 1984, or the 
date on which the Bureau of Cable Communications certifies that the system is 100% 
constructed and Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh is offering cable 
communications service to all residences or persons requesting such service pursuant to 
Section 8.1 of the Franchise Agreement which ever date is later. 

4. The proposed new rates for installation of first sets is not approved for the 
reason that service has not been offered to all residences or persons at present and an 
increase in those rates at this time would be in violation of the uniformity provisions of 
Section 425.11(f) of the City Code. 

5. The City Clerk is directed to send a copy of this Resolution by certified mail 
to Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh and no increase shall take effect unless 
Warner Cable Corporation of Pittsburgh submits a proposed notification of the increase 
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to the Bureau of Cable Communications for review and approval and upon approval such 
notification is mailed to each subscriber at least twenty (20) days before July 15, 1983, 
or any later effective date of the rate increase,

Bonds"); and to pay the costs and expenses of preparing, issuing and marketing the Bonds 
(collectively the "Project"); and 

WHEREAS, in order to implement the sale of the Bonds it will be neccessary for 
the City to: 

(1) approve the cost estimates for Capital Improvement Program; 

(2) direct that the Bonds be sold at a negotiated sale; 

(3) accept and authorize the execution and delivery of a contract of purchase 
for the Bonds; 

(4) approve the increase of the nonelectoral indebteness of the City;

Equibank; Bear Stearns & Co.; Arthurs Lestrange & Short and Russell, Rea & Zappala, 
Inc. (collectively the "Managers”) to prepare a financing plan and submit a negotiated bid 
for the piurchase of the Bonds. 

SECTION 3. The proposed Contract of Purchase dated August 12, 1983, between 
the City and the Managers (the "Contract of Purchase") for the purchase of $$53,000,000 
principal amount, nonelectoral general obiligation bonds at a price of $51,657,510 plus 
accured interest thereof from August 1, 1983, to the date of delivery presented to this 
meeting is hereby accepted and the Mayor and City Controller or Deputy Controller are 
authorized and directed to execute the Contract of Purchase and to deliver the accepted 
Contract of Purchase to the Managers. 
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SECTION 4. The nonr-lertoral indebteness of the City be, and it hereby is, 
increased by ^ amount F itty-Three Dollars ($53,000,000.00), being the principal 
amount of the Bonds, for the purpose of providing funds to pay the cost of the Project. 

SECTION 5. The principal amount of nonelect oral indebt eness shall be evidence by 
a series of general obilgation bonds, entitled "City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, General 
Obligation Bonds Series of 1983 in the aggregate principal amoimt of $53,000,000.00

SECTION 6. The Bonds shall be payable, with respect to interest, principal and 
redemption price, in any coin or currency of the United States of America which, at the 
time of payment, is legal tender for the payment of public and private debts. 

SECTION 7. The Bonds shall be issued in the form of fully registered Bonds 
without coupons, in denominations of $5,000, or any whole multiple thereof. Each Bond 
will be dated as of the date of its authentication and will bear interest from the March 1, 
or September 1, as the case may be, next preceding the date of such Bond to which 
interest has been paid, unless the date of such Bond is the date to which the interest has 
been so paid, March 1, 1984 in which case from August 1, 1983. However, if the City

appropriate omissions, insertions and variations as may be required. Each of said 
temporary bonds shall bear on its face the words "TEMPORARY GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BONDS, SERIES OF 1983," and such temporary bonds shall be exchangeable at the office 
of the Paying Agent for a like principal amount of definitive bonds when such definitive 
bonds are ready for delivery. 


SECTION 10. The Bonds maturing on or after March 1, 1994, shall be subject to

other Bond. If the City shall have duly given notice of redemption and shall have 
deposited with the Paying Agent funds for the payment of the redemption price of the 
Bonds so called for redemption with accured interest thereon to the date fixed for 
redemption, interest on such Bonds will cease to accure after such redemption date. 

In addition, a copy of each redemption notice shall be mailed to Moody's Investors 
Service Inc., Standard & Poor's Corporation, and The Bond Buyer, all of New York, New 
York, or their successors, provided such corporations or their successors are in existence 
and furnishing municipal investment information. Failure to mail such notices or any 
defects therein shall not affect the validity of the proceedings for the redemption of the 
Bonds. 

If notice of redemption shall have been duly published and the City, on or before the 
redemption date, shall have provided funds for the payment of the principal of the Bonds 
so called for redemption and interest thereon to the date of redemption, interest on such 
Bonds shall cease to accure after said redemption date. 

Reference is hereby made to the Resolution and the Act for a complete statement 
of the rights and limitations of rights of the holders of the Bonds, to all of which the 
holder hereof by acceptance of this Bonds assents. 

This Bond is transf err able, as provided in the Resolution, only upon the books of the 
Registrar kept for that purpose at the principal office of the Registrar, by the registered 
owner hereof in person or by his attorney duly authorized in writing, upon surrender 
hereof together with a written instrument of transfer satisfactory to the Registrar duly

2101.2.6. CAR CONTROLS: Controls shall be readily accessible from a wheelchair 

upon entering an elevator. The centerline of the alarm button and emergency stop switch 
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shall be at a norminal 35 inches, and the highest floor button not higher than 54 inches 
from the floor. Floor registration buttons, exculsive of border, shall be a minimum of 3/4 
inch in size and raised, flvish or recessed. Visual indication shall be provided to show each 
registered and extinguished when call is answered. Depth of flush or recessed buttons 
when operated shall not exceed 3/8 inch. Markings shall be adjacent to controls and in 
contrasting color backgrotand to the left of the controls. Letters or numbers shall be a 
mimimum of 1/2 inch high and raised or reccessed 030 inch. Applied plates permanently 
attached shall be acceptable. Emergency controls shall be grouped together at the 
bottom of hte control panel. Symbols shall be used to assist in readily indentifying 
essential controls. Controls not essential to the automatic operation of the elevator may 
be located as convenient. 

2101.2.7. HALL BUTTONS: The centerline of the hall call buttons shall be a 
nominal 42 inches above the floor. Direction buttons, exculsive of border shall be a 
mimimnm of 3/4 inch in size and raised, flush or recessed. Visual indication shall be 
provided to show each call registered and extinguished when the call is answered. Depth 
of flush or reccessed buttons when operated shall not exceed 3/8 inch. 

2101.2.8 HALL LANTERN: A visual and audible signal shall be provided at each 
hoistway entrance indicating to the prospective passenger the car answering the call and 
its direction of travel.

Cable slots 

entering the machine room shall be sleeved beneath the machine room floor and entended 

to not less than 12 inches below the shaft vent to inhibit the passage of smoke into the 

machine room.

No. 21. AN ORDINANCE providing 
for the notification of plant closings, 
reductions or relocations. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. DECLARATION OF 
POLICY 

WHEREAS, there currently exists 
in the City of Pittsburgh a critical 
condition of unempolyment; and 

WHEREAS, economic insecurity 
due to unemployement is a serious 
menace to the health, safety and general 
welfsire of the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, there currently exists a 
significant rate of migration of 
industrial, commerical and business 
enterprises from the City of Pittsburgh 
to other parts of the country and to 
other countries and that this migration 
aggravates the condition of 
unem pi oym ent and destab ili z es the 
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economic base of the City of Pittsburgh; 
and 

WHEREAS, arbitrary closings and 
relocations of industrial, commerical and 
business enterprises result in serious 
social and economic harm to employees 
and the City of Pittsburgh which unsual 
programs of unemployment compensation 
and financial assistcince can never fully 
repair; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the public 
interest to promote employment and to 
encourage employers to remain, and that 
economic benefits will results to the 
City of Pittsburgh if employers remain; 
and 

WHEREAS, the health, safety, 
right to obtain employment and business 
opportimities, and general welfare of the 
City require that employers cooperate 
with the City of Pittsbu^h in preparing 
for minimizing the adverse impact of the 
closing, relocation or reduction in 
operations; and 

WHEREAS, employers who order 
layoffs and the closure of work places 
should engage in planning to prevent 
unemployment from occurring as a result 
of the layoffs and closures because this 
planning is fundamental to the social 
responsibilty of the employment 
relationship; and 

WHEREAS, affected employees are 
entitled to advance notification, 
investigation, compensation and 
govemm ental assistance that will 
minimize or avoid the economic and 
social disruptions resulting from layoffs 
and the closure of work places; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
recognizes its responsibility to mitigate 
the economic and social disruption 
resulting from the closure of work places 
and to assist affected employees to 


regain their positions as productive 
members of the City of Pittsburgh. 

SECTION 2. 

(A) Notification by certain 
employers within the City of Pittsburgh 
of intent to close or relocate operations. 

(B) Investigation of plant closures 
and ciltematives. 

(C) The creation of a Bureau pf 
Business Security to assist affected 

employers and employees. ~ ^ 

(D) The creation of the Commission 
for Jobs , and Commerce to advise 

Council as to the actions and decisio»g j^ 

the Bureau of Business Security. 

SECTION 3. Definitions 

(A) "Affected employee" meaTio ^ 
full-time or part-time employee who 

receives fringe benefits, whose 

employment is terminated or will be 

terminated as a result of a closing, a 

relocation, or a reduction in operations 

of an affected establishment. "Affected 

employee" does not include bona fide 

seasonal employees as determined by the 

Bureau. 

(B) "Affected employee 

organization" means a labor imion, 
association, or other employee 

organizations that represent employees 
of an affected establishment in 

collective bargaining. 

(C) "Bureau" The Bureau of 

Business Security - as created by Section 

(p) "Closing" The permanent 
shutting down of operations of an 
establishment for any reason other than 
because the employer filed for 
bankruptcy in accordance with federal

bankruptcy laws. 

(E) "Commission" The Commission 
for Jobs and Commerce as created by 
Section lT7 

(F) "Community development 
corporation" A non-profit corporation 
incorporated in the Commonwealth and 
eligible for grants under the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1974. 

(G) "Employee-community 
organization" Any organization of 
employees or residents of a community 
affected by closings or relocations of 
enterprises which has incorporated under 
the laws of the Commonwealth and has 
as a purpose the operation of an 
enterprise as an employee-community 
owned enterprise. 

(H) "Employer" Any person, 

corporation, or other entity which 
employs or has employed at ciny time in 
the preceding twelve (12) month period 
at least fifty (50) individuals and has 

operated an industrial, commercial, or 
business enterprise in the City of 
Pittsburgh for more than six (6) months 
prior to the proposed date of closing or 
relocation, but does not include the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, the City 
of Pittsburgh, or non-profit corporations. 

(I) "Establishment" Any factory, 

plant, office, facility, or other working 
place of an employer, but does not 
include a construction site, or other work 
place as exempted by the director, that 
was never intended as other than a 

temporary work place. 

(J) "Reduction in operations" A 
permanent shutting down of a portion of 
the operations at any establishment so as 
to reduce the number of employees 
employed at that establishement by more 
than 15 percent or more over any one- 
year period, or 25 employees, whichever 


is more. 

(K) "Relocation" The transfer of all 
or part of an employer’s operation from 
one establishment to another existing or 
proposed establishm ent owned or 
operated by the employer or parent 
corporation or subsidiaries thereof 
located beyond a reasonable commuting 
distance from the first establishment. In 
determining the reasonableness of 
commuting distance these factors may 
be considered; travel time, mileage and 
the availabilty of public transportation. 

SECTION 4 - Creation of the 
Bureau of Employee Protection 

(A) There is hereby created a 
Bureau of Business Security. 

(B) The Bureau shall be under the 
direction of the Director, Department of 
Personnel and Civil Service. 

(C) The Coimcil of the City of 
Pittsburgh shall provide the Bureau with 
ftmds to hire staff and to purchase 
equipment and other items neccessary to 
discharge its duties. 

SECTION 5 - Notice of Intention to 
Close, Relocate, or Reduce Operations 

(A) Whenever an employer make a 
decision to close, relocate, or reduce all 
or part of the operations of an 
establishment of the employer, and such 
closing, relocation, or reduction in 
operations will result in the loss of 
employment of 15 percent of employees 
at that establishment, the employer shall 
notify in writing the Bureau, the 
employees of the affected establishment, 
any employee organization which 
represents the employees of the affected 
establishment, and the Bureau is located 
of such intention to close, relocate or 
reduce its operations according to the 
following graduated sczile; 
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(1) Employers of 50-100 

employees shall give 90 days 

prior notification; 

Z) Employers of 101-500 

employees shall give 180 days 

prior notification; and. 

Is) Employers of 501 or more 

shall give 270 days prjpr 

notification^ 

(B) Whenever the Bureau for good 
cause determines that circumstances 
beyond control of the employer makes 
one year's advance notice impossible, the 
Bureau may approve notification less 
than one year prior to the closing or 
relocation. The Bureau shall develop 
written criteria for such determinations. 

(C) The written notice required by 
subsection (a) shall include the following: 

(1) The nature of the 
establishment affected by the 
closing, relocation, or 
reduction of operations; 

(Z) The reasons for the 
proposed closing, relocations, 
or reduction in operations. 

(3) An economic impact 
statement which shall include 
information concerning the: 

(a) Employer's payroll. 

(b) The name, address of 
all employees to be 
affected by the proposed 
action. 

(c) Wages and other 

remuneration paid to 
those employees. 

(d) Amount of local tax 
revenue that will be lost 
as a result of the 
proposed action. 

(e) Potentied financial

(g) The economic 

circumstances of the 
employer and affected

employer,

SECTION 6 - Investigation 

(A) Within thirty (30) days for a 

type 1 employer (as described in Section 

5(A), sixty (60) days for a type 2 

employer, and ninety (90) days for a type 

3 employer, of receipt of the notice of 

intention to close, relocate, or reduce 

operations, the Bureau shall conduct a 

thorough investigation and make 

confidential findings regarding all of the 

following: 

(1) The economic necessity 
or justification for the

proposed action. 

(2) The potential economic 
and social loss to the 
affected employees and the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

(3) Potential alternatives to 
the proposed action. 

(4) The accuracy of the 
economic impact statement 
submitted by the employer. 

(5) The recommendations of 

any authorized representative 
of: any affected labor 

organiz ation at such 
establishment; any affected 
unit of local government; any 
employee-community 
organization; and any other 
interested party. 

(6) The feasibility of 
preventing or minimizing 
such employment loss by the 
modification of product lines 
and production techniques at 
such establishment. 

(B) The employer shall provide to 
the Bureau any additional information 
requested by the Bureau neccessary to 
its investigation. 

SECTION 7 - Report of 

Investigation 

(A) After the investigation is 
cpncluded, the Bureau shall prepare a 
report containing the findings with 
respect to the matters described in 
Section 6, for presentation to the 
Commission, and make recommendations 
regarding actions required to be taken in 
order to prevent or minimize the harmful 
economic and social effects which will 
result from the change of operations at 
the affected establishment. 

(B) The report shall include, 

when appropriate: 

(1) Recommendations 

reagrding the availability of 


new financing; 

(2) Reorganization of 
management and production 
operations; 

(3) New markets for goods 
and services supplied by the 
employer; and 

(4) The feasibility of 
employee-corn m unity 
ownership, including public 
ownership. 

SECTION 8 Duties of the Bureau 

(A) If it is determined under Section 

(7) of this Ordinance that an employee- 
owned or commimity-owned business is 
economically feasible and that a 
majority of the affected employees 
desire to operate an employee-owned 
business, the Bureau upon request shall: 

(1) Provide technical 
assistance to persons who 
seek to form an employee- 
owned business; 

(2) Assist persons to obtain 
financing for the purchase 
and operation of an 
employee-owned business; 
and 

(3) Coordinate the efforts of 
local, state and federal, and 
private agencies assisting in 
the formation or operation of 
an employee-owned business. 

(B) If within thirty (30) days after 
receipt of the report specified in Section 
7, the employer does not agree to adopt 
a recommended alternative to the 
reduction in operations, the Bureau shall 
do the following: 

(1) Convene a meeting of 
representives from the 
following: 

(a) The ownership and 
m anagem ent of the 
business operation. 
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(b) The affected 
employees or^aniz ation 
or, if there are no such 
organizations, specially 
elected representatives 
of those employees. 

(c) The neighborhood 
organization in which the 
affected work place is 
located. 

(d) The principal 
financial institutions in 
the commiuiity. 

(e) The City of 
Pittsburgh. 

(f) Any public agencies 
considered appropriate 
by the Bureau. 

(2) Direct the individuals 
attending the meeting 
convened under paragraph (1) 
to prepare a plan which will 
prevent, to the extent 
possible, unemployment from 
occurring as a result of the 
reduction in operations, eind 
will minimize economic 
disruption in the affected 
commimity and in the lives of 
affected employees. 

SECTION 9 - Exclusions 

(A) This Ordincince does not apply 
to; 

(1) An involimtary closing of 
an establishment; 

(2) An employer who has 
filed for bankruptcy in 
accordance with federal 
bankruptcy laws; 

(3) The discharge of 
employees due to strikes and 
lockouts; and 

(4) New corporations, 

industrial, commerical and 
business enterprise from 
outside the City will be 


exempt from the provisions 
of this Ordinance for a period 
of five (5) years. 

(B) This Ordinance does not affect 
the right of employees to longer notice 
as specified in a collective bargaining 
agreement. 

SECTION 10 - Enforcement and 
Sanctions 

(A) Any affected employee, 
employee-community organization or any 
other party affected by the failure of an 
employer to comply with the 
requirements of this Ordinance may 
bring a civil action in the court of 
appropriate jurisdiction to enforce the 
provisions of the Ordinance. Any 
administrative procedures or remedies 
need not be exhausted. 

(B) If a court of appropriate 
jurisdiction finds that an employer has 
intentionally failed to provide written 
notification of its intention to close, 
relocate, or reduce its operations, as 
provided by Section 5, the court may 
enjoin the employer from carrying out 
such action until the employer has given 
proper notice or has otherwise complied 
with the requirements of this Ordinance. 

(C) Where companies have 
contractual agreements with its 
employees regarding severance pay and 
other benefits, said companies will honor 
those agreements. 

(D) No employer shall discriminate 
against any employee in the terms and 
conditions of employment on account of 
that employee's reporting of information 
concerning the possible or actual 
violation of this act or because that 
employee has filed any administrative or 
judicial proceedings to enforce the 
provisions of this act.

"Floor area ratio" means the gross 
floor area of a building, divided by 
the lot area of the zoning lot on 
which the building is placed.

"Open space" means that portion of 
a lot which is not occupied by 
buildings, parking areas, driveways, 
streets or loading areas. 

"Open space, urban" means a 
portion of a lot, not occupied by

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characterized by the following 
freatures! 

(a) open to the sky, except for 
the following; 

1. arcades and gcdleries, which 
may be roofed, not exceeding 
ten (10) percent of the required 
urban open space with a 
minimum height of nineteen 
(19) feet, minimum width of 
twelve (IZ) feet, an average 
height to width ratio of 8:5; an 
arcade is a perimeter colonnade 
with retail shops on the 
enclosed side; a gallery is an 
interior space with public 
access at both ends, used for 
through block pedestrian 
movement; 

Z. other roofed areas not 
exceeding twenty-five (Z5) 
percent of the single, 
contiguous area of urban open 
space in which they are located; 
in such cases not m ore than 
fifty (50) percent of the 
perimeter of the roofed section 
shall be enclosed; 

3. interior open space, in the 
C5 District only, and in 
accordance with the 
requirements and standards 
specified in Section 959.06(b) 

(b) developed and maintained for 
use by the general public; 

(c) easily accessible to pedestrieins 
from public streets and sidewalks; 

(d) open to the public at least 
during all business hours common 
to the area of the district in which 
it is located; 

(e) containing specified amenities 


or development features designed 
to encourage use and enjoyment of 
the urban open space; 

(f) accessible to the handicapped; 

(g) designed to enhance the overall 
environm ent of the district in 
which it is located by serving one 
or more of the following functions: 

1. facilitate pedestrian 

circulation, as by shortening 
walking distances, relieving 
congestion, improving access to 
public transportation. This 
category of urban open space 
includes widened sidewalks or 
comer spaces, arcades and 
through-block passages. 

Z. provide space for relaxation, 
sitting, informal recreation or 
activities such as 

entertainment, exhibits, eating 
and drinking. This category of 
urban open space includes 
plazas, parks and interior urban 
open spaces. 

3. improve access to public 
transportation. This category 
of urbein open space includes 
shel t ered wai ting areas or 
seating at bus stops amd 
pedestrian connections between 
platform and sidewalk levels at 
transit stations. 

4. provide connections to and 
enhance other elements of the 
urban or public open space 
network. This category of 
urban open space may include 
any of the above. 

"Open space, usable" mezins 
outdoor open space required for 
residential uses in specified 
districts, developed and usable for 
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recreation and/or landscaping. 
Usable open space may be provided 
as private space for the use of 
occupants of individual dwelling 
units or as common open space 
which is accessible and available to 
all occupants of dwellings for 
which space is required, or as a 
combination of private and 
common open space, provided that 
every dwelling unit has access to 
an area of usable open space. 
Usable open space located above 
ground level shall be structurally 
safe and adequately surfaced and 
protected. It shall not include 
streets or roadways open to 
vehicular traffic, parking areas or 
loading space. It shall be 
unobstructed to the sky except for 
the following: 

(a) Private \isable open spaces such 
as balconies or porches m ay be 
roofed; in such case not more than 
fifty (50) percent of the perimeter 
of the roofed section shedl be 
enclosed; 

(b) Portions of common usable 
open space such as terraces, patios 
and roof top recreation areas may 
be roofed. The roofed portion shall 
not exceed twenty-fiye (25) 
percent of the single, contiguous 
area of usable open space in which 
it is located, and not more than 
fifty (50) percent of the roofed 
section shall be enclosed; 

(c) Chimneys, not exceeding two 
(2) percent of the single, 
contiguous areas of open space in 
which they are located; 

(d) Fire escapes, recreational and 
drying equipment, arbors, trellises, 
window boxes and other planting 
boxes, fences, walls, flagpoles and 
steps. 


B. AMEND CHAPTER 959 "C5 Golden 
Triangle Area" by revising certain 
specified sections to read as follows: 

CHAPTER 959 - C5 GOLDEN 
TRIANGLE AREA 

959.02 GENERAL INTENT 

It is intended that the regulations 
applicable to the C5 Area will

(1) Plans and documents 
constituting the Project 
Development Plan shall be 
prepared in the manner and 
form set forth in administrative 
requirements established by the 
Administrator.

The requirement for 
Project Development Plan review 
and approval is intended to provide 
a vehicle for relating the 
considerations of individual and 
private development to the broader 
considerations of overall 
development in the C5 District. It 
is further the intent of the 
provisions of this section to afford 
m aximum design flexibility for 
individual development projects, 
consistent with planning objectives 
for the C5 District. 

(c) Review Criteria. In reviewing 
applications for Project 
D e velopm ent Plan approval, the 
C omm issi on shall consi der the 
adequacy with which the Project 
Development Plan addresses the 
following elements and shall refuse 
to approve any plan which the 
Commission finds does not 
adequately address one or more of 
these elements in accordcmce with 
objectives contained in general or 
site specific policy documents 
adopted by the Commission. 

(1) Provision of paurking and 
loading areas and proposed 
vehicular access in relation to 
street capacity and functional 
classification aind latnd use 
patterns; 

(2) Traffic generation 
characteristics in relation to 
street capacity, classification 
and existing and projected 
traffic volumes; 


(3) Pedestrian traffic 
generation, proposed pedestrian 
circulation facilities and 
patterns; 

(4) Access to public 
transportation facilities; 

(5) Use characteristics of 

proposed developm ent, 

provision for maintenance of 
retail facilities and continuity 
in applicable C5 subdistricts; 

(6) Use characteristics of 
proposed development and 
provision for residential uses in 
applicable C5 subdistricts; 

(7) Preservation of historic 
structures; 

(8) Architectural relationships 
with surrounding buildings, 
including building siting, 
massing, facade treatment, 
materials, proportion, scale, 
color, maintenance of 
streetwalls, parapet and 
fenestration treatm ents and 
design of building tops; 

(9) Microclimate effects of 

proposed developm ent, 

including wind velocities, sun 
reflectance and sim access to 
streets, existing buildings, and 
public, urban and usable open 
space. 

(10) Protection of views and 
view corridors; 

(11) Location, development and 
functions of urban open space; 

(12) Location, development and 
fimctions of usable open space; 

(13) Barrier free desigxq 
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(14) Preservation of significant 
features of existing buildings. 

(d) Procedure. The procedures 
listed hereunder shall be followed 
in the review and approval of 
Project Development Plans in the 
C5 District. 

(1) The applicant shall request 
a preliminary review of the 
Project Development Plan by 
filing an application for 
preliminary review with the 
Administrator. 

(Z) The Administrator shall 
prescribe the required form and 
content of application plans and 
documents, which may be in 
schematic or preliminary form 
and which may include a site 
plan; building elevations; 

building and site perspective 
drawings; information on 
building size, height, proposed 
uses, traffic generation 

characteristics and other plans 
and information sufficient to 
illustrate the proposed 
development and its relation to 
adjacent buildings, streets and 
open spaces. 

(3) An application for final 
review and approval of a 
Project Development Plan shall 
be filed with the Administrator 
when all of the requirements 
contained in this chapter of the 
zoning ordinance and all 
applicable requirem ents 

contained in other provisions of 
this zoning ordinance have been 
fulfilled, including the review 
criteria specified in subsection 
959.04(c). The Administrator 
shall prescribe the form and 
content of plans and documents 


required for final review of the 
Project Development Plan. 

(4) The Commission shall 
approve a Project Development 
Plan if it fin^ that the plan is 
in conformance with this zoning 
ordinance and with the adopted 
plans and policy documents for 
the Golden Triangle Area.
